Thus wrote David's father. Nine years 
before thai father hud turned hi* 
son out of doors because he refused to 
break his connection with the Silv.lllon 
Army. The letter reached David when 
he was In the midst of cinslderab'e 
engineering prosperity with brighter 
prospects at Ihc Brush Factory, nnd at .1 
moment when his d'*ares,t hopes and 
fondest plans for the eonsollihillon md 
blessing of his beloved bund looked n'.nr 
fulfillment. David's father lived a liun- 



in the opcn-alr. The way thoy rang, 
prnyed nnd spoke mads one fort an if 
n whole contingent of netcrminatlon and 
fervor had come Into the corps. 

Dnvld and his wife hud soon found 
work to do. They both were of lliat 
character which Is ever on Hie lookout 
for it.. The corps wis low— very low— 
nnd In every sense u painful contrast 
to the one they had li ft. The 
band — there was worse than none — 
Dnvld'* mindcnl ear and sersltlve heart 
bad nelied together on the llrst night's 
march. The woldler^ were dis- 

couraged. Retreating Interest lad 
well nigh left the barracks high 
and dry. But all these d ffleultlts 
did Mil sllmulnle the courage of llie two 
new soldiers, and they went at It with 
n will. David's wife visltca, prayed wllh. 
and encouraged (he ]aiBi"H, while Dull 
himself strlvcd to enfuac enthusiasm 
and a feeing of rcspoiislblllly among 
tlio men. With palns-iaklng energy he 
endeavored, agnlnst glgvmlc odds, to 
get together a balanced band— a very 
much different task to the one which he 
had previously undertaken. In'.o the 
meetings David put as much lime ana 
ns much spirit ns ever. Jusl how he 
managed to do it was a mystery. 

He found his fnther's uuHlncs* 
In a terrible mngle, and It loott 
no smull amount of skill and 
hard work to unravel tin m. Ol 
the old man's gratitude we w:il not 
speak. As he sees his son sacrifice every 
lnstniil of leisure to bring tcgelher th? 
hopes of Ills lifetime, has he not a hun- 
dred times regrctti.il his bitterness of 
ulne years ago and learned lo respect 
the religion which stood the te.it then 
and now.

THE FORERUNNER. 

tuke 111. 1-8. 

Whon some great king, queen, governor 
or like person makes a public entry into 
a elty or town, usually one or more 
soldiers ride In front, heralding the pro- 
cession. These are called HERALDS or 
FORERUNNERS. Oftentimes they blow 
Instruments, so that the people may 
know that the king or quota is coming.

Verso 3.— It waa a. sirnng? deelrlne that 
this man was preaching. Crowds or 
people gathered from the cities, towns 
and villages lo hear him. His clalhei 
were composed of merely sheep skins.

Per a long time th • peopl . ef 
that day had trusted In their forms, their 
ceremonies and Lhelr works, but llie 
great preacher's words denounced such 
actions. The duy was soon to break 
when all men were io lie rcdeemid and 
wived. It was no excuse for them Hint 
they had Abraham as their father. There 
must be il change of lioiirl. llie and 
actions, "livery tree, ihi refere. which 
brlllgcth not forth good fruit U hewn 
down and cast Into the lire,"

Verse lO.-The great preacher had gon- 
lo the very rool of the mailer. He had 
shown up the meanness of the p ople.

advice was to practice self-denial (s -n 
verso Jl). Then he tnld the piibllclar.a 
to be careful of their dealings (see verse

NOT13.-In all ages those men and 
women who have been most snccessful 
as soul-savers have had the bail ism of 
iho Holy Ghost. Education or learning 
docs not give this. A knowledge of lhe 
IJiblif e.uiiioi give It. Only u holy life 
and faith In Gad can acquire It. Som ■ 
of the most unlearned have been deeply 
spiritual and successful. Salvationist 
arc almost useless In God's work without 
It.

Unit the wicked (the chaff) shall b" 
punished, but the good (the wheal) will 
be gathered Into the heavenly snrn r. 
"While Jesus was lo be a merciful, kind 
and loving Saviour, He would olso de- 
mand Justice from all His people. 

Verse 18.— Not only do those who are 
godly preach the truth of the Gospel, but, 
as John, they do many other things. 
They live good at home. They carry out 
their religion al the store, on the street, 
wherever they may be. They are able 
to counsel and advise, to cheer and help 
the down-henrlfd. to spread llsat nnii 
Joy nil round them. This Is the solvi- 
tlon that John said would be given lo th ■ 
whole world by Jesus.
